Influences. 


WABHISOTOS, May 23.—-At the Pres- 


byterian assembly todny ex-Moderator 
Smith, president of thu United Chrie- 
tian commission, organised for work 
in connection with the United States 
army, submitted a (statement to the 
effect that the commisaion muetdiscour- 
ugo the enlistment of Christian men 
into thu army, unlosa BOIIIU safeguards 
now lacking are thrown iinniml them. 
Gambling in the army is not prohibit- 
ed, either by law or regulation, and is 
encouraged by the example of older ofli- 
cera and soldiers. The post cantcfjn 
affords unrestricted opportunity for an 
uultucment to drink. The arcbitectnrc 
of the barracks placua Christian soldiers 
ut :i fearful disadvantage, exposing them 
to the vices and indecencies of irrelig- 
ious members of the rank and lile. 


Sunday work is not called for by any 


exigency, though etill required Ijy the 
mithoritics. liecommendatioiiH for re- 
ligious teachers in the army for the 
benefit of soldiers who do not receive the 
approval or consideration of the authori- 
ties; in fact, thuy discourage the coni- 
jniatiion. It i.s recommended that the 
tinny orders of August (ith last on this 
subject he revoked and chaplains be ap- 
pointed for every regiment. 


The rccommi:mlaUons were adopted. 
The assembly took up tlio Brigjrs case 


utnnudiately alter prayer. 


There was norno preliminary debate 


and two reports relative 10 the cafie were 
presented by the judicial committee. 


Dr. Baker, chairman, addressed the 


assembly, and deploring the fact that 
the committee did not present an unani- 
mous report, expressed the hone that 
whatever decision was reached aft loyal 
Presbyterians would faithfully abide by 
the decision of the assembly.
